shaded  with  a  reddish  salmon.  Large  flowers 
on  medium  size  plant . .25 

SATAN-(SC) — A  dahlia  fans  ambition  is  to  grow  this 
one  tiower.

SUPREME  GLORY-(ID) — A  large  yellow,  with  a 
faint  flush  of  rose  on  the  reverse  side  of  some 
of  the  petals.  A  very  satisfactory  plant  to  have 
in  the  garden . .50 

THE  COMMODORE-(ID) — A  bright  lemon  yellow 
which  can  easily  be  grown  to  12  inches.  Sturdy 
grower  and  produces  a  profusion  of  flowers.

THOMAS  EDISON-(FD) — A  fairly  large  flower  of 
georgous  royal  purple  with  a  brilliant  rich 
sheen.  The  habits  are  very  desirable.  This 
flower  was  named  for  the  late  inventor  with 
his  full  approval . .50 

TRENTONIAN-(FD) — A  fine  copper  bronze  flower, 
borne  on  long  stiff  stems  well  above  the  foliage. 
An  excellent  keeper . 25 

WHITE  JEWEL-(D) — One  of  the  most  pleasing 
white  dahlias  one  would  wish  to  grow.  The 
plants  are  from  medium  to  tall.  Flowers  are 
held  above  the  foliage.  A  good  keeper  on  the 
bush  and  a  wonderful  keeper  when  cut.  Does 
not  burn . 1.00 
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YELLOW  BEAUTY-(ID)— Empire  yellow.  The 
plant  has  heavy  thick  foliage  with  large  size 

flowers  borne  on  top  of  stems . 50 

YELLOW  WONDER-  (ID) — Following  is  the  descrip¬ 
tion  by  one  of  our  largest  seed  growers, 
“Strong,  rugged  grower  of  branching  habit 
with  large  blooms  held  erect  on  strong  stems”.
